“Author,  scholar,  lecturer” 
were  only  a  few  of  the  words 
Miss  Mary  Jackson,  assistant 
professor  of  Spanish,  used  to 
introduce  Dr.  Delores  Marti  de 
Cid  to  an  audience  of  about 
200  persons  in  the  Chaiies 
Johnson  Theater  last  Monday 
afternoon. 

Apologizing  for  her  English, 
which  in  reality  is  quite  fluent, 
Dr.  Cid  remarked,  “I  am  more 
interested  in  what  I  have  to 
say,  not  how  I  say  it.”

Exchange  Student 
Tells  of  Homeland 

Salim  Itani,  foreign  student 
from  Lebanon,  told  the  story 
of  Islam  at  the  February  meet¬ 
ing  of  People  to  People. 

In  his  description  of  this  re¬ 
ligion,  Itani  cleared  many  mis¬ 
conceptions  the  American  pub¬ 
lic  seems  to  have  about  Islam. 
The  greatest  misunderstanding 
is  that  Mohammed,  the  foun¬ 
der  of  the  Moslem  religion,  is 
thought  to  be  a  god. 

“Mohammed  was  a  proph¬ 
et,”  said  Itani.  “He  delivered 
a  message  and  he  died.” 

Itani  also  said  that  Moham¬ 
med  holds  the  same  position  as 
Moses  or  Jesus  Christ  except 
that  Jesus  will  come  back  on 
the  last  day  and  lead  the  peo¬ 
ple  to  God. 

Itani  i-elated  the  basic  rules 
a  good  Moslem  must  follow 
and  told  much  about  his  home¬ 
land  and  his  people.

Viet  Nam.  Jim  is  a  freshman 
from  St.  Joseph  who  spent  six 
months  in  the  war  -  torn 
country.  He  was  stationed  five 
miles  from  Da  Nang  with  C 
Battery,  1st  Anti-aircraft  Mis¬ 
sile  Battallion,  United  States 
Marines. 

In  daylight  one  is  im¬ 
pressed  with  the  beauty  of 
Viet  Nam  and  may  find  it 
hard  to  believe  there  is  a 
war  going  on,  Jim  com¬ 
ments.  The  nights,  are 
frightening,  with  everyone 
digging  in  and  uneasily 
awaiting  the  dawn.  Noc¬ 
turnal  attacks  are  most 
dreaded  by  the  men. 

Jim  was  a  communications 
chief  in  charge  of  radio  and 
telephone  contact  with  other 
units.  Before  his  battalion 
could  open  fire  on  any  flying 
object,  it  had  to  be  positively 
identified.  Unidentified  planes 
were  thoroughly  checked  to 
prevent  shooting  down  our  own 
flyers  who  were  unable  to 


make  radio  contact.  When  Jim 
was  overseas,  there  had  never 
been  a  Communist  plane  over 
South  Viet  Nam. 

Jim  reports  that  seven  Viet 
Cong  are  killed  for  every  one 
American.  He  feels  the  way  to 
beat  the  Asian  nation  is  to  cut 
off  its  supplies.  Manpower 
is  no  problem  for  the  Commun¬ 
ist,  but  a  supply  shortage  hin¬ 
ders  them  most.  Viet  Cong 
have  been  known  to  carry  meat 
hooks  to  drag  off  the  bodies 
of  their  dead  and  strip  them  of 
their  equipment,  Joy  said. 

When  asked  about  the 
people,  Jim  replied,  “They 
arc  friendly,  but  you  can’t 
trust  any  of  them  or  the 
South  Vietnamese  Military 
units.”  To  remove  the 
threat  of  infiltrated  Viet 
Cong,  C  Battalion  was  lo¬ 
cated  in  a  restricted  zone. 
Only  Americans  were  al¬ 
lowed  to  enter. 

“One  cannot  help  feeling  sor¬ 
ry  for  the  impoverished  na¬ 


tives,”  the  former  Marine  said. 
“In  some  cases,  a  U.  S.  Mili¬ 
tary  corpsman  is  the  nearest 
thing  to  a  doctor  the  people 
have  ever  seen.  Servicemen 
voluntarily  sponsor  many  or¬ 
phans,  and  some  units  even 
support  an  entire  village,  he 
added.  j 

The  temperature  in  Viet  Nam 
reaches  110-115  degrees  and  re¬ 
mains  in  this  sweltering  condi¬ 
tion  through  the  night.  Rainfall 
is  also  heavy  in  the  region. 

When  questioned  on  how  oth¬ 
er  U.  S.  men  in  Viet  Nam  re¬ 
act  to  die  war,  Jim  said,  “They 
ail  felt  they  had  a  reason  to  be 
there.  After  you  see  people 
starving,  it  makes  you  wonder 
about  the  ones  who  have  the 
petty  gripes  here.”

Irony  of  Exams

All  life!  How  marvelous 
it  is.  Each  season  advances 
with  its  own  unique 
cliarm:  the  crocus  and  daf¬ 
fodils  of  spring,  the  sweet, 
refreshing  taste  of  home¬ 
made  ice  cream  on  a  hot 
summer  day,  the  be-jcwcll- 
ed  trees  of  fall,  and  Uie 
hoary  landscape  of  winter. 
There  is  one  season  that 
should  be  added  to  the  list, 
one  tliat  is  not  universally 
recognized,  but  one  Uiat  is 
indigenous  to  education.
